SOLD.’ 
GREENBACKERS GET THE 
CHEAP. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., July 27.—Temporary Presi- 
dent Jim Allen, the illustrious Egyptian Cop- 
perhead whose reeord as an active sympathizer 
with those who sought to destroy the Union 
cannot be forgotten, sounded the key-note in 
his speech on taking the chair. He demanded 
that the country be delivered over to the Demo- 
crats, that they might save it; and the vast 
throng of officc-scekers, hungering for the 
spoils, applauded. Never were men readier 
than they to save the country by capturing the 
offices. When he got off his hiqh-sounding 
phrases about reform, they applauded for ad- 
miration for the adroitness with which he fabri- 
cated campaign buncombe. That was all, anda 
mere glance at the assembled wheel-herses, and 
war-horses, and veteran wire-pullers, controll- 
ing the Convention sufficed to show precisely 
what measure of sincerity there was in the ap- 
plause tat followed Allen’s hifalutin demands 
for reform. 


THE CONCERN VERY 


“ ANYTHING TO WIN,” 
wos the real watchword of the crowd. It 
couldn’t but be detected at every steo in the 
proceedings. The inevitable wheel-horse man- 
agement was perceptible immediately after the 
permanent organization had been effected in the 
defeat of Lyman Trumbull in Committee for 
Elector-at-Large, and the nomination in his 
stead of W. F. Coolbaugh, who had no record 
as a Republican to offend the wheel-horse Cop- 
perheads. There was an ebulition of the same 
old Copperhead spirit when Tom Hoyne, in the 
midst of this extraordinary flinging out of sky- 
rockets, as he himself characterized it, with bit- 
ter satire said the claim of the Republican par- 
ty to public confidence, as set forth in the plat- 
form, was that, Whereas, there had been four 
million slaves in this country; and whereas, the 
Republican party made a war to fleece them, and 
no Democrat took part, the Republican party 
ought to be continued in power.” That bit of 
satire of Töm's took. It was the old cry of 
„ Abolition war.“ That was declared a failure 
at Chicago in 1864, when the Democracy de- 
manded a surrender to the Rebellion. 

IT ENTHUSED THE WIEEL-HORSES; 

so did his declaration against whoredom 
with strange gods as he put it and for a straight- 
out ticket. When Hoyne closed his pyrotech- 
nic performance could a vote have been taken 
there would have been an overwhelming ma- 
jority in favor of a straight-out ticket. John 
Morrison, of Monroe, who followed, however, 
put a damper on the straight-outs when he re- 
minded the Convention that the question was 
whether they had sense enough to utilize their 
advantages and to extend the right hand of fel- 
lowship to all opponents of the Republican 
party.

THE NOMINATIONS. 

When the nominations came to be made, 
Breckenridge, of Will, led off in a speech 
nominating Steward, the Decatur candidate. for 
Governor. He claimed for the Independents 
that they would cast 75,000 votes for Steward; 
that Steward was a Democrat and always had 
been; and he was for Tilden and Hendricks, 
One of the speakers who seconded the nomina- 
tion of Steward said the only opposition to him 
was personal, and there could be no prospects 
of success without the 75,000 Independent votes. 
State Senator Lee, of Peoria, on the other hand, 
declared for no more coalition and no more de- 
fensive campaigns, and denounced the Indepen- 
dent-Greenback party as a mere shell represent- 
ing nothing. The responses to the effulgent 
puffery of their favorite by the Steward-orators, 
however, disclosed that Steward’s strength in 
the Convention, despite the fact that the leaders 
were dead-set against him, was 

GREATER THAN THAT OF, ANY CANDIDATS 
placed in nomination. When the informal bal- 
lot was taken this became apparent. 

The efforts of Perry Smith, Senator Robinson, 
Corning Judd, Tom Hoyne. and the rest in the 
Cook County delegation, failed to secure the 
adoption of the unit rule, and, instead of 114 
votes solid for Farnsworth, it vas divided in the 
usual demoralized fashion between all the can- 
didates, giving 42 for Steward only, 54 for Farns- 
worth, 7 for Glenn, and 9 for Brown. The re- 
sult, 291 for Stewart and coalition to 154 for 
Farnsworth, 190 for Brown, and 123 for Glenn. 

STEWARD NOMINATED. 

The inevitable result followed. The object 
of the informal ballot was simply to indicate 
how the thing was going. It showed, and forth- 
with the unterrified hastened to flock to the 
winning side, and, as a matter of course, be was 
nominated on the first formal ballot. 

Thus ended the programme of the lead- 
ers to for once have the great unter- 
rified of Illinois consistent.

The several candidates would be put in 
nomination. Then some one would move to 
make the nominationof one of the candidates 
unanimous. When the question would be 
taken a storm of ayes and nays would be heard, 
and the Chair would declare the nominee 
elected, and amid confusion move to the next 
business. The nommees, defeated without 
form, with their heads off, would squirm a few 
moments and then submit with anything but a 
good grace.

TREASURER. 

In like manner the Democrats took courage 
to reject Asper, the Decatur nominee for State 
Treasurer, but instead they put on their ticket 
State Senator Gundlah, of Clinton, a Liberal 
Republican. He ts Congressman Sparks’ man. 
He claims he nominated Sparks and then elect- 
ed him. It was to revard this Dutchman that 
Sparks, who is a most excellent specimen of the 
high-toned, very-soft money Democrat, left his 
place in the House to attend this hermaphrodite 
Convention. 

ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 

There was a breeze when the nominations for 
Attorney-General were being made. Josslyn, 
of Kane, who had been put in nomination, rose 
and in an excited tone said he had been fighting 
Abolitionists and thieves for twenty years, but 
Cook County was going to beat and he 
would withdraw not do so much speech- 
making for the ticket this time: His reference 
to his ight against Abolitionists for the past 
twenty years awoke the old Copperheads 
again, and his speech was cheered lustily. 

CONVICT LABOR. 

There was a slight breeze raised over the mi- 
nority report of t ommittee on Resolutio 
wherein that emin toiler, Miles Ke 
his fellow-toilers of the Cook County Nice 
tion, presented their solemn protest against 
having the bread taken out of their mouths by 
convict labor. Of course, Miles and his fellow- 
toilers will be starved to death if the few hun- 
dred convicts at Joliet employed at several dif- 
ferent trades are not kept in absolute idleness. 
The arrant demagogism of the minority resolu- 
tion was too much for the majority of the Com- 
mittee, and, on their instruction, S. 8. Marshall, 
the Chairman, moved the previous question, 
thus cutting off the minority report even before 
it had been presénted; but Kehoe and 8. Corn- 
ing Judd—who, to the surprise of his friends, 
lent himself to the business—made such a rum- 
pus that they finally got the — report be- 
fore the Convention, and secured the addition 
of Kehoe’s convict-labor plank to the platform 
as reported by the majority of the Committee. 

EX-GOV. PALMER, 

before the assemblage of the Convention, was 
out of the race, it having been recalled that, as 
Governor, he approved the Liquor-law passed 
during his term. That, it was conceded, made 
his candidacy out of the question, as the Ger- 
man vote generally would have been cast against 
him. 


CONGLESSIONAL CAUCUS. 

A gratifying feature of the Congressional 
District caucus was the slaughter of John M. 
Rountree, who aspired to the State Central 
Committee. State Senator Robinson went to 
defeat Rountree. F. Agnew made a vigereae 
effort to save Rountree, but failed, and Tom 
Shirley was elected by a vote of 23 to 19.

Wasninoton, D. C., July 27.—Maj.. Bluford 
„ Wilson, late Solicitor of the Treasury, was ex- 
amined by the Whisky-fraud Committee this 
afternoon for three hours. He declined to an- 
swer questions in regard to what pe had under- 
stood to be the relation between the President 
and the Secretary of the Treasury at various 
stages of the prosecution of these frauds, giving 
as a reason that, as the Secretary of the 
Treasury had declined to answer, he did not 
desire to make himself in any way a party to 
that feature in the whisky frauds, or to state 
the degree of encouragement he had re- 
ceived and the causes of the differences, 
if any, which had arisen between himself and 
the President in regard to the prosecution of 
this matter. After considerable conversation 
respecting the character and scope of the ex- 
amination, and the subjects concerning which 
the Committee had a full right to inquire, Maj. 
Wilson begun with a detailed account of the 
history of these frauds, except so far as such 
history would touch upon the relations between 
the President and the Secretary. He made

letter from George W. Fishback, of that

RAILROAD NEWS. 


THE ILLINOIS CENTRAL, 
The fact that Mr. John M. Douglas at the last 
meeting of the Directors of the Illinois Central 
Railroad Company, resigned the Presidency of 
the road, has given the Springfield State Journal 
an opportunity to write an article more than a 
column in length, full of serious charges against 
the present management of the road. The arti- 
cle claims that the Central is in trouble, that 
there have been many mistakes made, and blun- 
ders committed, for which Mr. Douglas refused 
to be held responsible, which now threaten the 
future success of the management of the affairs 
of the corporation; that measures have been in- 
augurated and vast transactions had, which Mr. 
Douglas never willingly assented to, and for the 
evil results of which an attempt was being made 
to hold him responsible; that it was now 
attempted to lay at his door the blunders of 
others; that he retired from the Presidency of 
the Company to escape the consequences of the 
somewhat extraordinary course attempted to be 
pursued by members of the Executive Commit- 
tee in New York. The article then explains 
very minutely how the Jilinois Central was led 
into investing $6,000,000 for the construction 
of 107 miles of road from Jackson to Cairo, so 
as to have a straight through line to New Or- 
leans, and how this venture turned out disas- 
trously, and how the $6,000,000 pnt into the 
line were in danger of being entirely lost. It is 
pretty certain, concludes the Journal, that 
some one has blundered; that neither 
Mr. Douglas nor John Newell, the 
President of the Company, who imme 
diately preceded Mr. Douglas, could have been 
so egregiously taken in as somebody seems to 
have been; and that it seemed certain that some 
one in New York had been done for to the tune 
of six to eight millions at the expense of the 
Illinois Central Railroad Company. 
In order to ascertain the truth or falsity of 
these charges, a TRIBUNE reporter yesterday 
called upon Mr. Douglas at his residence, cor- 
ner of State and Erie sireets. Mr. Douglas is a 
man of very few words and averse to being in 
terviewed by newspaper-reporters. There is 
nothing he dislikes more than to have his name 
appear in a paper. The reporter broached the 
subject by saying that he had came to learn 
what he had to say u regard to the charges 
made in the Sprinfield State Journal. Mr. Doug- 
las said he had not seen the article, nor did 
he care aboutit. He never took any stock in 
newspaper stories, nor did he mean to contra- 
dict anything eae himself. 
„But,“ replied the reporter, the article 
makes no charges against you; on the contrary, 
it defends you against the injustice done you by 
the Directors of the road.“ 
„What!“ exclaimed Mr. Douglas, an in- 
justice done to met No one did any injustice 
to me. Have you got the article with you!“ 
* The reporter replied shat he had, and at once 
pulled out of his pocket the slip contaming:it 
and handed it to Mr. Douglas, who took it and 
read it very attentively. hen he got through 
he replied, with much emphasis, that the article, 
from 8 o end, as far as it related to 
him, was a tissue oi falsehoods, which ens 
nated from the brain of Mr. D. L. Phil- 
lips, editor of the Springfield State Journal.

vestment of the $6,000,00 in the Jackson 
& Cairo line, Mr. Ackerman stated that 
his Company, about four years, ago in order to 
secure control of the business south of the 
Ohio and a through line to New Orleans, loaned 
the Mississippi Central Railroad $6,000,000 with 
which to build aconnection between the two 
lines from Jackson to Cairo, a distance of 107 
miles. It was expected that this would greatly 
help the Company, and increase the gross varn- 
ings and not diminish them, as the State Jour- 
nal asserted. Had railroad business remained 
as good as it was at the time the money was 
loaned, the wisdom of the movement would 
have appeared ere this. But the general de- 
pression of rajlroad business which followed 
the crevasse of the spring of 1874, and 
various other causes, greatly impaired 
the earnings of the road. While the 
expectations of its projectors have not been 
realized, there is no reason to call the invest- 
ment a foolish one, as the road must sooner or 
later become a source of profit to the people of 
Chicago and the Illinois Central. There was not 
the least danger that the road would lose the 
$6,000,000. It held a first mortgage on the 107 
miles between Jockson and Cairo and a second 
mortgage on the resiof theroad. The proceed- 
ings which were now pending in the Southern 
courts looking to a foreclosure of the New Or- 
leans Road were commenced in the interest of 
the Illinois Central Railroad, 

The charge that the Board was trying to place 
the responsibility for this investment upon 
the shoulders of Mr. Douglas was Pre- 
posterous.

A philanthropic lady of Chieago, whose 
truthfulness and high Christian character are 
amply vouched for, has devoted herself to the 
duty of ministering to the sick in the Cook 
County Hospital, with the result of discov- 


+ ering in that institution a shocking degree of 


brutality, drunkenness, and inefficiehcy on 
the part of the officers in charge. The recital 
of her observations, together with the state- 
ments of sufferers made to her, as embodied 
in a communication submitted yesterday to 
the Board of County Commissioners, is a 
terrible arraignment of the Hospital officials, 
as well as of the Hospital Committee of the 
County Board. Itis not enough that Com- 


j missioner Horb should give assurance of 


the good management of the Hospital, or 
declare his belief that these complaints are 
based on prejudice. These are fearful 
charges which bear the impress of truth, 
and they must be investigated rigidly and 
thoroughly—if not by the County Board, 
then by the Grand Jury. 


Concerning the point which called forth 
Ald. Swerrpan’s protest against the passage 
of the retrenchment ordinance, it is only 
necessary to say that the law technically 
prohibits the diminishing of salaries as fixed 
by the Appropriation bill. There is nothing, 
however, in the letter or spirit of this law 
which requires the city to force upon its 
employes the full amount of the appropria- 
tion if they are willing to accept less, or 
which prohibits the city from reserving for 

itself any surplus there may be left from the 

appropriations by reason of a reduction in 

the force. Now, it is proposed to ask the 

firemen, policemen, and others to volun- 

tarily acquiesce in the reduction of 15 per 

cent from their salaries, and it is probable 

that, knowing the necessities of the city, 

they will do so willingly. Those who are 

not disposed to do so will probably retire 

from the city’s service and seek other em- 

ployment, so as not to embarrass the city in 

carrying out a duty from which there is no 

escape. But if there are any persons in the 

employ ef the city who will do neither one 

nor the other, then it is entirely competent 

and lawful for the Mayor to dismiss them 

peremptorily, and there are hundreds wait- 

ing to fill every single place vacated, who 

will gladly accept the reduced compensation 

and be thankful for it. None of the persons 

discharged will have any claim against the 

city after their services cease. And so the 

law points are disposed of. 


AN OLD SLANDER REVIVED. 

The organ of the Whisky Ring in Chicago 
yesterday morning contained a cock-and-bull 
story from Washington purporting to give 
the inside view of the prosecutions of the 
Bing, and elaborately setting forth the de- 
tails of the statement which Mr. Srorks will 
submit to the Attorney-General. The sub- 
stance of Mr. Srorrs’ charge is that the 
whisky prosecutions were not instituted to 
punish crime or enforce the Revenue laws, 
but that they were the result of a conspiracy 
to destroy the friends of Président Grant in 
Chicago, and thereby increase Mr. Bristow’s 
chances for the Presidency; that, in pursu- 
ance of this conspiracy, Mr. Bristow and 
Bivurorp WILSON attempted to catch Senator 
Logan and Representative FaBwIIL, and 
such small fry as the editors of the Ring or- 
gan, by offering immunity to Buffalo Mn- 
LER, Mr. Hesina, and others, if they would 
urnish proofs against Them. 

This is an old, threadbare, worn-out story, 
that possesses neither novelty, originality, 
nor truth.. Mr. Storrs has hawked it about 
on the streets of Chicago and in newspaper 
offices for months. It has been told repeat- 
edly, has been denied over and over again, 
and both the late Secretary and Solicitor of 
the Treasury have emphatically denied it. It 
has been established over and over again to 
the satisfaction of any one who is not a 
knave or an idiot that they never sought to 
catch any particular official, but that in car- 
rying out the Presidential mandate to Let 
no guilty man escape” they sought to de- 
tect every official who was conspiring to 
defraud the Government of its revenues, and 
every distiller who was running the crook- 
ed. It is stated that Mr. Storrs will 
produce affidavits from some of the squeal- 
ers to show that they were approached 
by certain parties in the interest of the pros- 
ecution, and offered immunity if they 
would get up proof against Locax, Fas- 
WELL, Wand, and others. So far as these 
affidavits convey the idea that ex-Secretary 
Bristow or Mr. Wiison were conniving at 
the destruction of these gentlemen or of any 
one else, the charge is an infamous slander 
and falsehood. Mr. Srorrs may retail a 
slander of this sort in Washington, but he 
| would not do it in Chicago with any expecta- 
tion that it would find credence. If these 

ntlemen had been guilty, they ought to 
o been detected and disgraced. If they 
were innocent, there was certainly no danger 
that they would be detected. Since they 
were not detected, it is very clear they were 
not guilty. Mr. Srorgs is too shrewd a 
lawyer to suppose the public will believe 
Mr. Bristow desired to find Mr. Logan or 
Mr. FaRwewu guilty if they were innocent. 
So far as Cuartey Ham or Mr. Parmer 
are concerned, they were altogether 
too unimportant for Mr. Bristow to 
waste time upon. All that he knew 
was that the Government was being 
swindled out of its revenues; that the 
taxes were absorbed by aring of thieves. It 
was therefore his plain duty, as the Secreta- 
ry of the Treasury, to use every means in his 
possession to find out who were in the Ring, 
detect, and punish them. If he was anxious 
to catch officials in the Ring, it was because 
they were more guilty than the others, and 
deserved severer punishment. Neither Mr. 
Bristow nor Mr. Wrison started the rumor 
that Locan and Farweiu were in the Ring. 
Neither of them ever expressed the belief 


was to catch all who were in it, and Logan 
and Farwe.u, not having been in it, were 
not caught. The Ring organ rather ostenta- 
tiously announces that Mr. Storrs will pre- 
sent testimony from GHOLSEN, RUSSELL, 
Dicemsonx, Anen, and others, to the effect 
that they had conversations with Buiurorp 
WuSon and Supervisor Matrruzws relative 
to securing immunity for themselves by con- 
} victing high officials. These statements are 
unqualifiedly false, we care not who swears 
to them, and we call upon Mr. W aon and 


| Mr. Marrusws for information on this point. 


that they were. The farthest that they went. 


We ask them if they ever gave instructions 
to indict innocent men for the purpose of 
crippling them. 

There is but one point in Mr. Sronns ap- 
plication which is well taken, and that is the 
statement that some ef the guilty men are 
receiving more than their share of punish- 
ment. This is true, and should receive atten- 
tion, not because they are sentenced more 
heavily than they deserve, but becanse their 
sentences are too heavy as compared with 
others who are equally if not more guilty. 
It is undoubtedly true that Mr. Ham has 
received too heavy a punishment as compar 
ed with Mr. Rex, and as the President can- 
not equalize the sentences by bringing 
Reum’s up with Hestnwo’s, the only thing 
that remains is to bring Hsm down to 
Reum’s. Beyond this, there is nothing in 
Mr. Sronns application that should engage 
the attention of the Government. It will be 
the earnest hope of the people of Chicago 
that it will not let any guilty man off or re- 
duce any sentences upon the lying assertion 
that the ex-Secretary of the Treasury at- 
tempted not to punish guilty men, but to 
catch Mr. Logan or Mr. Farnweiu. So far as 
Mr. Storrs’ attempts to persuade the Attor- 
ney-General that the Treasury Department 
was seeking to establish the guilt of inno- 
cent men by false testimony, the charge is a 
base slander and falsehood.

THE ROUMANIAN UPRISING. 
The most interesting news from the Turko- 


Servian campaign now centres in and about 
Roumania. Indications have not been want- 
ing during the past two weeks that this pow- 


| erful principality might make common cause 


with Servia. The ultimatum which she pre- 
sented to the Porte, so far as territorial ac- 
quisition was concerned, was not accepted, 
and could not have been, without involving 
an unreasonable concession, by the Turkish 
point of view at least, The Great Powers, 
also, with the exception of Russia, pro- 
nounced the ultimatum umreasonable, but 
the tacit acquiescence of Russia was suffl- 
ciently encouraging to the Roumanians to 
warrant them in mobilizing their army. Rou- 
mania, in reality, would never take a step 
except as advised by Russia; and, if the 
news be true that her troops are already on 
the frontier, then the threat of Austria to 
occupy Servia if the war is not ended in a 
fortnight, is more than offset by this new 
move on the board which has been made by 
Russia. If, as is stated, Roumania has 25,- 
000 troops on the frontier, and shots have 
already been exchanged with the Turks, then 
the first step has been taken that may in- 
volve a general European war. : 
In case the Great Powers should not inter- 
fere, then the scale is tipped in favor of 
Servia. Roumania has a population of 
4,685,510, of whom over 4,000,000 are Greek 
Christians in perfect accord with the Chris- 
tians of Servia, Montenegro, and Bulgaria. 
Its army, which is a very powerful one, is 
divided into the following classes, which have 
been heretofore printed in Tus Tamm: 
The permanent army and its reserves, em- 
bracing 8 regiments of imfantry, 4 battalions 
of riflemen, 1 battalion of pompiers, 2 com- 
panies of foot gendarmes, 1 company of dis- 
cipline, 2 regiments of hussars, 1 squadron 
of instruction, 5 squadrons of horse gen- 
darmes, 2 regiments of 7 batteries,1 company 
of pontoniers, and 4 companies of engineers, 
besides workmen, hospital and transport 
service; second, the territorial army and re- 
serves of 22,463 infantry and 12,184 cavalry ; 
third, the militia, composed of all those be- 
tween 21 and 37 years, not drawn for the 
permanent or territorial armies ; and, fourth, 
the National Guard, including all men from 
37 to 46 years of age, who may be called out 
for garrison service. Roumania, therefore, 
can probably add at least 100,000 effective 
and well-trained men to the Sclavic forces 
now in the field, which will make the com- 
bined Christian forces equal to, if not greater, 
than the Turkish. It adds to the probability 
of a general war that Crete and Greece are 
liable to rise in rebellion the moment that a 
Servian success appears probable, and that 
the Turks themselves expect to have to fight 
the Russians. 


THE CITY RETRENCHMENT. 

The final passage of the ordinance pro- 
viding for the curtailment of city expendi- 
tures, and saving probably 25 per cent of the 
entire appropriations for the current fiscal 
year, will receive the hearty approval of every 
tax-payer in the city and every man who has 
the welfare and progress of Chicago at heart. 
It was under the implied pledge of doing 
this very thing that the majority of the pres- 
ent Council were elected, and they have kept 
faith manfully with a very few exceptions, — 
the vote on the final passage of the ordinance 
being 22 in favor and only 9 against it. Of 
those who voted against it, some of them 
knew that it was a necessity, and would have 
felt badly if it had failed to pass, but still 
had not the courage to face the peculiar con- 
stituency of their wards. Among these we 
include Messrs. SHermpan, CuLLERTON, and 
WHEELER, who voted against its finff passage, 
and Messrs. LawIR and O’Brren, who voted 
against several sections and failed to vote for 
it at the last. Their cowardice is not cred- 
itable to them, even though it resulted in no 
damage to the city. 

The details of the ordinance are as well 
considered and judicious as the spirit 
of the ordinance is commendable. The 
best plan was finally settled upon with 
reference to the police, viz.: that of reduc- 
ing the force 10 per cent and cutting salaries 
15 per cent. This will drop something like 
fifty men, and the average pay of those who 
remain will be reduced from $1,000 to $850 
perannum. The same plan will be followed 
in curtailing the employesof the Fire De- 
partment, where one or two men can be 
dropped from every engine with entire 
safety. The reduction of 25 per cent in the 
School Department is left to the discretion of 
the Board of Education, which will probably 
follow the same plan, except that the further 
teaching of music and drawing is peremp- 
torily discontinued for the present. The pay- 
rolls of the Public Library employes, the 

Comptroller's office, and Police Courts are 
reduced in proportion, and the City Tax 
Commissioner and Tax Assessor are cut off 
altogether. ö 

It was certainly a disagreeable duty to re- 
| duce the whole line of salaries paid to the 
city employes, but it was not only necessary, 
but also fair and just. Take the policeman 
for an example. If he receives $850 now, he 
is really paid as much as he was before the 
panic of 1873, when he received $1,000 a 
year. The shrinkage of prices is equivalent 
to this reduction of 15 per cent. The sum of 
“$850 now will purchase as much as $1,000 
would have purchased before the panic, and 
probably more. To have maintained the 
old scale of priced wonld, in effect, have been 
to increase the wages of the city employes, 
and we don’t think anybody would have pro- 
posed that in the present times. It requires 
as many days’ labor on the part of the tax- 
payers now to en the money to pay the 


city employes e the rate of $850 © year | 


it would have required 15 per 

had the old rates been maintained. This 
certainly would have been unfair to the tax- 
payers. Perhaps the city employes who suf- 
fer the reduction will understand the case 
better if put in this way: If it were the 
practice to pay so much house-rent, flour, 
meat, clothing, dry- goods, drugs, etc., in 
compensation for their services, then the 
people of Chicago could have continued to 
pay them the same quantity and quality of 
the commodities at a cost to the public of 
$850 a year each, though it formerly cost 


$1,000 a year each to buy what the employes | 


were entitled to under their contract. As 4 
matter of fact, then, the city employes will 
receive at the new rate all the public ever 
contracted to pay; and the city in reducing 
their nominal compensation has merely 
equalized it on a bgsis already adopted by 
manufacturers and other employers of labor, 
not in Chicago alone, but throughout the 
entire country, and, indeed, throughout the 
world. There is no good reason why those 
who work for the public should escape when 
all others must adapt themselves to the uni- 
versal shrinkage in values. 

We are glad that the Counsil adhered 
strictly to the determination to reduce the 
expenditures of the Board of Public Works 
50 per cent, or double that of the reduction 
inthe Police and Fire Departments. This 
reduction can unquestionably be made with- 
out any detriment to the public interest. 
We have already set forth at length our rea- 
sons for thinkingso. They may be summar- 
ized in the statement that Chicago, within 
the last twenty years, has done the work of 
fifty, and has provided a system of public 
improvements—water, sewerage, streets, tun- 
nels, bridges, viaducts, etc.—that are sufii- 
cient fora city of double the population, 
filling in the vacant spaces within the bound- 
aries of these improvements. It now re- 
mains only to take care of these improve- 
ments, and the Board of Public Works must 
study how to do this at the smallest possi- 
ble cost to the public. When the Council 
shall have followed up the new ordinance by 
a gas ordinance providing for such a reduc- 
tion of the hours of lighting the lamps 
and in the capacity of the burners as will 
save 50 per cent of the cost on this account, 
its hardest and best work will have been ac- 
complished. 

We would urge upon the Council another 
change which will indirectly be found use- 
ful. The last Conncil made a blunder in 
changing the fiscal year from April 1 back to 
Jan. 1. The change removed the actual ex- 
penditures of taxes just so much furtler 
from their collection. The entire appropri- 
ation for 1876 will have been spent before a 
dollar will be collected, and under the pres- 
ent system it is eighteen months after the 
appropriation before the collection of taxes 
can be enforced. Fortunately the appropri- 
ations for this year were only for nine 
months, and the reductions now provided for 
will enable the Council to extend them over 
twelve months, and so change back the fiscal 
year to April 1. The succeeding year the 
fiscal year might be moved again three 
months forward, making the appropriations 
for twelve months extend over fifteen months, 
and in this way the fiscal year would be 
finally fixed so as to collect the taxes as they 
are expended, without losing 8 per cent in- 
terest and confusing the finances of the city 
by waiting eighteen months after the appro- 
priations for the money appropriated and 
spent in the meantime. The Council will do 
well to examine into the feasibility of this 
plan and act upon it. 


THE SILVER DOLLAR. 

The examination of the history of the act 
of 1873, discontinuing the silver dollar of 
412} grains as the unit of values and the 
prohibition of its future coinage, does not 
disclose any substantial reason why such 
action took place. The bill did not originate 
in Congress; it was the work of outsiders ; 
those who sought the establishment of a 
single standard, and thatof gold. At the 
time the act was considered in the House, in 
the spring of 1872, it was then stated that 
the silver dollar was worth \103 in gold. 
Why it was demonetized does not appear of 
record, and there is no reason that can be 
urged why it should not be remonetized. It 
must be borne in mind that while gold and 
silver coins were both legal-tenders from 
1792, the silver dollar was the unit of value, 
and continued to be so until 1873, when the 
gold dollar was substituted. The bill passed 
through the two Houses with comparatively 
no debate, without any explanation or reason 
for the change, and evidently without any 
knowledge by the members generally of 
either House of the purpose or effect 
of the bill It was one of those 
blunders or oversights in legislation which 
are common in our history. Just at the time 
this bill passed, the attention of the mem- 
bers of the two Houses was engrossed with 
the scheme to take from the Treasury $5,000 
each for back-pay. During that time the 
silver dollar was demonetized, the unit of 
value changed, and the single gold standard 
established, and the members as a body knew 
nothing about it. Several times in the his- 
tory of the Government silver has- been 
worth more than gold at the world’s valua- 
tion of 154 to 1. At the time this dollar was 
demonetized the silver dollar was worth more 
than the standard equivalent in gold. When 
the half-dollars and fractional silver coins 
were debased in 1853, they were properly de- 
prived of the legal-tender character. But no 
such excuse can be pleaded for depriving the 
silver dollar of its legal-tender character, be- 
cause it was worth more at the time than the 
gold dollar which was substituted for it. The 
silver dollar of the old standard weight 
should be remonetized by the present Con- 
gress. The subsidiary coin should not be 
made a legal-tender for more than $5, but 
the honest dollar, whose weight in pure silver 
was ascertained by ALExXanpzER Huron in 
1792, should be restored as the unit of value, 
and made, as before, a legal.tender without 
limit. 

The argument 


that silver is now 
on a decline; that the dollar which 
was worth 103 in gold in 1872 
is now worth but 85 cents in gold, and 
therefore no creditor should be forced to ac- 
cept it, is not altogethersound. This dollar 
was a legal-tender when the debts were con- 
tracted ; it had been a legal-tender from the 
foundation of the Government; it had at 
times been worth more than the gold; but 
the United States were not under any obli- 
gations to underwrite the value of silver or 
of gold. If, instead of silver, gold had de- 
clined, and the gold dollar was now worth 
but 85 cents in silver according to the stand- 
ard, would it be claimed that the United 
States should pay their creditors in silver in- 
stead of gold? 

But the excitement—the panic—which has 
reduced the market value of silver cannot 
permanent. The universal izati 
of silver which has been threatened is not 
yet possible. There is, in the United States, 


and in Italy, Austria, Prussia, and other 
countries of Europe, an immense volame of 
paper money. This paper money will have 
at some time to be redeemed ; it bears with 
crushing weight upon the production and 
commerce of the countries where it exists. 
Must this resumption be in gold ? There can 
be no such resumption if it is to be post- 
poned until the gold can be had. It is 
therefore not probable that either of these 
European countries will demonetize silver in 
its present condition. The United States 
alone committed the folly of repealing the 
silver standard of value. The act of Con- 
gress just enacted, authorizing the issue of 
$50,000,000 of subsidiary silver, will create 
a demand for that amount of the metal, and 
proportionately increase its value. 1878 is 
the time fixed for resuming specie payments 
in France, and this resumption will be upon 
the silver as well as the gold basis, and the 
French accumulation of silver still continues. 
With the resumption of the uses of silver the 
value of the metal will recover. 

The question pressing upon the American 
mind at this time is, whether silver coin 
shall be made a legal-tender, and, if so, to 
what extent. The subsidiary coin, which as 
long ago as 1853 wasreduced in value below 
the standard, of course ought not to be a 
legal-tender beyond the present limit of $5. 
But the honest dollar, the historical legal-ten- 
der, the American silver dollar of 1873, with 
its weight of 412} grains, nine-tenths pure, 
ought to be remonetized; and, being one of 
the coins in which all the public debt, prin- 
cipal and interest, is payable, it should be a 
legal-tender for any amount. The silver dol- 
lar—honest dollar—is the legal-tender of 
the Constitution, which survived all the 
changes and revolutions of the currency for 
over eighty years, and was then abolished in 
the dark. It should be remonetized, and the 
coin should be issued to such extent as the 
needs of the country and the means of the 
Government shall justify. 


THE NAVY. 

The total expenses of the navy from 1847 to 1861 
—fourteen years of peace—were $159, 456, 839. 
The total expenses from 1368 to the close of 1875— 
seven years of peace—are, $160,037,481! We had 
something of a navy in 1861; we have nota first- 
class ship, nora first-class gun on a ship in 1876! 
What has become of the $160,000, 000’—Chicago 
Times. 

The navy from 1847 to 1861 consisted of 
some 50 wooden sailing vesse's, and a half-a- 
dozen wooden ships propelled by steam. 
There was not a first-class man-of-war in the 
lot. They were mostly old tubs in various 
stages of decay ; a majority were too rotten 
and leaky to venture out of sight of shore. 
Such was the shameful condition in which 
the Democrats turned over the ngvy to the 
Republicans in 1861, when they went into 
the Rebellion. This worthless navy had 
cost the country in gold 8159, 456, 839 within 
the years named. 

After the Republicans came into power 
they were obliged te create a new navy. The 
old wooden sailing vessels were of little or 
no service, ag they could neither pursue, 
fight, or escape from the Rebel rams, iron- 
clads, and steam war vessels, built for them 
by the British or by themselves. The iron- 
clad war craft devised by Capt. Exicsson and 
Capt. Eaps, and built by the Republicans, 
revolutionized naval architecture. There are 


double-turreted monitors now in our navy, 
one of which could sink in combat the | 
entire wooden sailing navy turned over to 
the Republicans in 1861, and which cost 
$12,000,000 a year in gold to support, al- 
though utterly worthless either for offensive 
or defensive purposes against iron-clad ships. 

The Confederate electioneering report 
which the Times indorses states that our 
present navy consists of only 141 vessels of 
war. We submit that this is not an in- 
significant number. The larger part are 
steamships, and thirty or forty are iron-clads, 
The fighting power of the present navy is 
twenty times greater than that of the Demo- 
cratic navy of 1861. It is not claimed that 
we have armored ships of the vast size and 
power of the new iron-clads which Great 
Britain has constructed. These cost four or 
five millions apiece ; but it has not yet been 
demonstrated that they can go on a cruise. 
None of them have ventured to cross the At- 
lantic. Several have lurched over and sunk 
like an iron pot. 

While the English have been spending 
hundreds of millions to build fleets of enor- 
mous iron-clad ships, the Americans have 
been inventing and improving torpedoes to 
blow them up and send them to the bottom 
if they ever venture near our shores with 
hostile intentions. 

. But it is asserted that our seven score uf 
iron and steam war vessels cost twice as 
much in depreciated greenbacks to support 
as half the number of wooden sailing sloops, 
brigs, and frigates in gold under Democratic 
administration before their Rebellion, which 
is probably true; but the present navy would 
quickly destroy a dozen ora score of such 
navies as we had in 1861. People of the 
ignoramus class may be surprised to learn 
that a steam war-ship costs twice as much to 
construct, repair, and navigate as a sail 
vessel; but such is the fact, and one of them 
is worth a whole fleet of old sailing tubs such 
as the Democrats squandered $160,000,000 
in gold upon in the fourteen years preceding 
the Rebellion. The navy has never been 
economically managed since the days of Gen. 
Jackson, but it is less extravagantly operated 
now thanformerly under Democratic rule, 
and it is an infinitely superior force to what 
it was then. 


PUBLIC AND PRIVATZ POLICE. ‘ 

The Chicago 7Zimes has already stated 
that the 600 persons now resisting the 
payment of the State, county, town, and 
city taxes for 1875 are largely made up of 
men who are only able to hold their property 
by borrowing money at 3 per cent a month. 
It has also given as an excuse that these peo- 
ple do not want the use of paved streets, or 
lighted streets, or sidewalks, and wish to 
have the water cut off, the sewer connec- 
tions with their property removed, and that 
they do not wish their persons or their prop- 
erty in any way protected by the fire or po- 
lice service. Yesterday it repeated some of 
this twaddle, as follows : 

The owners of that property long ago ceased to 
put any dependence upon the pretended protection 
of the tax-fed police and tax-fed fire service. They 
have already withdrawn their property from that 
worthless and imaginary protection, and are pro- 
tecting it themselves, as Messieurs the thieves and 
burglars well know. Having already withdrawn 
from the protection of the City Government, 
they are more than willing that the City Govern- 
ment sifould withdraw from them. They are tak- 
ing of the vaiue of their property now, and are 
quite able to continue it without any tax-eaters’ 
assistance. 

The value of this statement is in its trath 
or falsity. What is meant to be said is that 
thousands of persons in the city have in 
their employ private watchmen by day and 
by night, inside and outside of their prem- 
ises, to guard against fire, to guard against 
accidents, to guard against robbery or depre- 
lat by burgl thi 28 
even by the other employes of the establish- 


ments. This is the case in all banks, stores, _

warehouses, mills, and factories, all estab- 
lishments where there is machinery, all lum- 


In various parts of the ci 

resident—there are private police who en- 
gage for so much 2 month to watch through 
the night certain buildings within a certain 
number of ‘blocks. This special service is 
very wise; it shows commendable care and 
prudence on the part of the proprietors. It 
is a special service wholly impossible to be 
performed by any public police, and which is 
not rendered by any public police force in 
any city in this or any other country. To 
render such service equally to all parts 
of Chicago would require a force of ten 
thousand men, armed and invested wich 
military authority. This kind of service is 
special and not general. These men are 
placed merely in the capacity of sentinels. 
In case of fire, or robbery, or danger of any 
kind, their duty is to give an alarm, and to 
whom? What is the first duty of the man 
in a warehouse when he discovers a fire in 
the building or in any building in the neigh- 
borhood ? It is to give an instant alarm, not 


to the private watchman in the neighbor- | 


hood, but to the Fire Department. If in the 
meantime he can do anything to arrest the 
fire, he will doso. -He is not expected to ex- 
tinguish any fire which may happen in the 
neighborhood where he is on duty ; his busi- 
ness is to call the Fire Department with the 
least possible delay. 

So in the case of burglary, robbery, or 
violence. These men are on special duty, 
and not on public service. If a watchman 
in a building or outside a building discovers 
the presence of burglars, or the removal of 
goods by thieves, or any other criminal act, 
his first duty is to signal the regular police, 
and with their aid prevent the ce and 
capture the thieV@s. He is not expected 
alone to battle with half a dozen desperate 
men ; he is to give the alarm, and obtain all 
the assistance which may be needed. That 
is his duty, which if well performed isa 
valuable one. 

Now, let us see what would be the condi- 
tion of affairs if this property was with- 
drawn from the ‘‘worthless and imaginary 
protection” of the Fire Department and the 
public police. Take the case of a wholesale 
store in which a private watchman is en- 
gaged inside and another is employed out- 
side, Lot it be known that the owners of 
that store have withdrawn” their property 
from the ‘‘ worthless and imaginary ” protec- 
tion of the city, and are protecting it them- 
selves. How long would it take a gang of 
four or five burglars to seize the outside 
watchman and dispose of the inside one, and 
take complete possession of the premises, 
murdering the two men, if necessary? It is 
not the presence of one, two, or half-dozen 
watchmen which deters the skillful burglar. 
In the use of mere force, he and his ex- 
perienced pals are equal to the watchmen. 
But what the thieves and burglars dread is 
the alarm which even a small boy may give, 
and which at once summons to the spot one, 
two, six, a dozen, or fifty, or any number of 
men demanded by the occasion. It is this 
knowledge, that the single watchman may 
give an alarm summoning the city police to 
his assistance, and not the fact that the 
property is protected by a single man, or 
even more, that renders the private service of 
the least value as against the depredations 
of the dishonest. Were it not for the cer- 
tainty that he could summon the public 
police to his immediate assistance and to the 
protection of the property, the position of a 
private watchman would be an extremely 
hazardous one. If he were the only thing 
to be encountered, burglars would not hesi- 
tate to take all the risk of silencing and over- 
coming him. 

There may be persons who really think 
these private watchmen are the real guar- 
dians of their property, and that the public 
police are worthless and imaginary; but if 
they reflect they will understand that in fact 
the real police service rendered by the 
private watchman is that he can summon 
to his aid au armed force, and the knowledge 
that it can be thus summoned that gives 
value as a preventive of crime to the private 
service. The sentinel deters an attack, not 
by his own ability to protect the camp, but 
by the knowledge that he can by an alarm 
summon to his aid the army within hearing. 
A city protected by sentinels alone would 
hardly present a formidable strength. An 
attacking party would certainly not be de- 
terred by the mere challenge of a-sentry 
who had no force to be summoned by his 
alarm. ‘The private watchmen are valuable ; 
but as a protection against actual burglary 
their efficacy rests not on their own capacity 
to protect, but on the capacity of the force 
they can summon to their assistance. Abol- 
ish this force, and the private watchman is 
reduced to his single arm. 


The receipts of grain at New York have 
increased at a marvelous rate since Mr. Van- 
DERBILT withdrew the New York Central from 
the pool, and began carrying freight from 
Chicago to New York just as cheaply as any 
other seaport. For the week ending April 8, 
when the pool was in operation at a fixed 
rate per mile, the receipts of corn at New 
York were only 55,000 bushels, at Boston 
95,000, at Baltimore 192,000, and at Phila. 
delphia 186,000; but for the week ending 
July 15 the receipts of corn at New York 
were 1,164,729 bushels, while only 409,000 
bushels were received at Baltimore and 
387,100 at Philadelphia. The same increase 
in wheat receipts is noted. This shows that 
New York can take care of itself, but it is 
only on the equitable basis of carrying the 
grain to the seaboard at that point at as low 
a rate as it is carried to the seaboard at other 
points without regard to mileage. This the 
New York Central can do, because of its su- 
perior facilities and level grade. The cost of 
carrying the grain to New York over the 
Central is no rthan of carrying it to 
Philadelphia or Baltimore over the mountain- 
ous districts traversed by the Pennsylvania 
Central and Baltimore & Ohio Railroads. 
VaNDERBILT says he will never agree upon 
uniform rates again, except for the through 
route without reference to the number of 
miles, and if he adheres to this both he and 
New York will benefit thereby.

A Statement Which Will Not Meet with 
General Belief.

Benteen and Weir saved all who were 
saved; that soldiers and others were united in 
accusing Reno of cowardice, and laying the re- 
bility of the defeat and Custer’s death to 
Frett was atrain employe, who came up 
with a train after Reno’s charge, and his asser- 
tions concerning Reno are discredited by 
his own admission that during the day 
preceding the battle, for some offensive answer 
Reno gave him a slap in the face.

bis History of Currency, was considered 
1 year- of general prosperity, although 
inbsequently all the ground gained was lost. The 
| panic of 1857 was felt for more than four years, 
| gut this extension of the suffering was due to the 
| threatening portents of civil war. Observations of 
English panics n the doctrine that the 
_ tommunity should Work itself ont of these troubles 
m three years. The severe panic of 1847 was fol- 
_ lowed by more than three dark years. In 1851. 

e Mr. Newmarch states in a recent article in the

In England as in the United 

States the pressure of the panic of 1857 

was not visibly lifted for four years. 

The recovery from the panic of 1865 in 

England was within the usual period. The panic 

dt 1873 was local to the United States. The pro- 

ress of readjustment and liquidation began imme- 
| diately; and has been very thorough as the semi- 
annual reports Tas Tarscune has published of 
failures have shown. Business methods all through 
the country have been carefully revised, credits 
have been cut down. More has been done in the 
way of economy, personal, and commercial and in- 
dustrial, than could possibly have been expected. 
The crops have been uniformly good, and though 
immigration has fallen off, it has been large enough 


to add immensely to the wealth of the country. Ww 


With no great failures of crops, no plagues, 
Wars, or other national catastrophes, the 
work of § financiai scavengering that 
must follow a great collapse like that of 
1878 should now be nearly complete. That such 
Was the case, there has been some very good evi- 
| dence. The earnings of most of the railroads have 
degun steadily to increase, and their returns to 
show ea great g@in in the amount of commodities 
transported. Bank-clearings in the chief cities, 
though now at their lowest point, indicate, when 
interpreted by the heavy decline in all prices, that 
the transactions the checks represent are on the 
increase. Most — ot all, the accumulation 
ot capital and its rapid conversion into invest - 
ment securities and commodities have be- 
gun. Bot having gone se far, the con- 
vulescence is apparently arrested. It is certainly 
true that there has not at any time within the 
last three years been a more absolute torpor in 
financial. and commercial circies than there 
is this day. Confidence, that coy sentiment 
without which full industrial health is unattaina- 
ble, is not present. It is not in sight. Among 
other causes for this unfortunate halt in the return 
of an era of better feeling, the lack of stability in 
laws affecting business must certainly be consider- 
ed oneofthechief. Without such stability there can 
be no real and permanent prosperity. Business men, 
like other mortels, must take a certain amount of. 
chances, but it is entirely out of the question 
for them to operate safely er confident- 
ly when currency, tariff, and taxation 
are in the uncertain state in which 
the Government now holds them. The tar- 
iff question has been postponed till fall, and for 
this brief respite a sigh of relief went up from all 
over the country. But still it threatens all manu- 
facturing and commercial operations. The great- 
est menace of all is the currency. Each day makes 
it more probable that the silver question may be so 
decided as to produce a revolution in all the mone- 
tary interests of the country. Business men and 
bankers, as business men and bankers, care less 
how these questions are settled than that they be 
settled, one way Oranother. It is to be prayer- 
fully hoped that this matter of the sil- 
ver standard may not be dragged through 
campaign after campaign by ignorant and 
vicious politicians. It was one of the compensat- 
ing foatures of the greenback enactment that the 
necessity of war forced it suddenly on the people, 
and that the business of the country was spared 
the harrassing season of doubt that now perplexes 
it. The greatest blessing government confers on 
society is stability, and if changes must be made 
» that, like the silver remonetization, will give a 
twist to every interest, the next best thing is to do 
them as quickly as possible. Of one thing Con- 
gress, the politicians, and the political economist 
may be certain, —there will be no perfect recovery 
from the panic as long as the currency question, in 
the shape it now occupies, remains unsettled. It is 
impossible.

The leading produce markets were irreguler and 

nervous yesterday, with a decline in the princi- 


pal departments, provisions and wheat being 


beavy; while corn and oats fel] off, in sympathy, 
though stronger early. The trading was chiefly 
speculative, excepting corn, which was freely 
taken forshipment. The weather wae damp, and 
it rained a little early, but not enough to make any 
great difference in prices. 

The dry-goods market presented no features ma- 
terially different from those noted on the preceding 
days of the week. Trade remaine quiet, as is to 
be expected at this season of the year, and prices 


are running along about steady. Groceries were 


generally firm. Sugars again show an advancing 
tendency, the New York market moving up an he 
yesterday. Sirups and molasses are strong, in 
sympathy.

We are rejoiced to announce that copious dis- 

tebes, containing the fullest information of Stan- 
ey's movements and adventures in the wild regions 
around Lake Victoria Niyanza, have reached us. 
After a long and anxious waiting since the receipt 
of the last intelligence of the great explorer in 
June, 1875, during which doubt and uncertainty as 
to his safety caused many to abandon all hope of 
his return to civilization, Stanley has surprised us 
with not less than five letters from the heart of 
Equatorial Africa, full of the most important and 
interesting ean of that region and of his 
own perilous dificult r that has 
reached us since be announced the discovery of 
Livingstone. 

THE FIRST 


— LETTER. 
This dispatch bears date July 29, 1875, and was 
written at Mahyi Island, m Lake Victoria 
Wiyanza, and describes the explorer's voyage from 
King Mtesa's territory at the northern end of Lake 
Victoria Niyanza, where Stanley had been visiting 
the King, back to the camp at Kayehije. 

Inthe course of this voyage across the lake 
Stanley and his party narrowly escaped being mas- 
and treacherous natives of 

Bumbireh, a large island on the western side of 
Lake Victoria Niyanza. 

The expedition was saved from destruction dur- 
ing the savage attack only by the skill and courage 
of Stanley and his faithful band of followers, who, 
by the Observance of discipline and the effective 
—— their superior arms, beat off the treacherous 
patives. 

While on the lake the expedition encountered 
peveral heavy storms, which at times threatened 
the frail canoes with destruction. All the party, 
however, arrived safely at the camp, after expe- 
riencing the most remarkable adventures. | 

THE SECOND LETTER. 

The eecond letter from Stanley is written from 
the lake-shore town of Dumo, in Uganda, and is 
dated August 15, 1875. Here the explorer had es- 
tablished his camp on the main land, but within 
easy access to the lake. 

From Mahyiga Stanley made an expedition 
across the lake to Ukerewe Island, at its southern 
extremity, from whence he recrossed the lake 
again toward the region of Uganda, the whole ex- 
pedition being transported in canoes. 

During the return voyage Stanley inflictea a se- 
vere punishment upon the treacherous savages of 
Bumbireh for the attack made upon his expedition, 
as mentioned in the firstletter. The second letter 
narrates all the incidents of these exciting voy- 


ages. 
THE THIRD LETTER. 

The next letter from Stanley was written from 
Kewanga, on the frontiers of Unyoro, and is dated 
Jan. 18, 1876. 

The letter describes the march of the gallant ex- 
17 from King Mtesa's capital ecross the country 

the eastern shore of Lake Albert Niyanza. 

This march was made at the headof a large army, 
com of Stanley's own force and the spearmen 
of Uganda. 

The army 


encamped on the shores of Lake Albert 
Niyanza at Unyampaka, and after some delay again 
recrossed the country to King Mtesa’s, where Stan- 
ley arrived on the 16th of January, the day he for- 
warded his third letter. 

All the three letters contain particulars of the 
highest geographical and ethnological value. Stan- 
ley twice traversed the country Kabbarega and 
visited but did not navigate Lake Albert Niyanza. 

This land exploration by Stanley in his march be- 
tween the lakes and his short stay on the lake 
shore explains why Gessi, of Gordon's force, who 
sailed on Lake Albert Niyanza in April last, heard 
nothing of the expedition. 

Henry M. Stanley is, therefore, the first ex- 

lorer who has penetrated the unknown regions 

ying between Lake Victoria and Albert Niyanza, 


_and surveyed their mysterious recesses with the 


eye of the acientific traveler. . 

Towering above this vast expanse is the remarka- 
ble mountain r which Stanley thor- 
oughly explored, and overed among its high 
uplands a pale-face tribe, who inhabit this wonder- 
ful region, forming a different race of people to 
the black-skinned denizens of the plains. 

Stanley christens the large inlet of the Albert 
Niyanza, on which he encamped with his anny, 
Beatrice Gulf, in honor of the Princess of En- 
giand’s royal house. . 

THE FOURTH LETTER. 

The next letter from Stanley is dated March 26, 
1876. from Kanfurro. and relates the story of his 
final departure from —— 

tt also gives particulars of his exploration of the 
Kageera River, which flows into Lake Victoria Ni- 
yanza, on its west side. It further describes the 
exploration of Capt. Speke’s Lake Windermere and 
the hot springs of e. 

Stanley forwards with thie dispatch a eketc 
map. the hitherto unmepped portion o 
the Victoria Niyanga, giving the coast line from the 
mouth of the Kageera River on the west to that of 
the River on the sonth. 

THE FIFTH LETTER. 

The latest dispatch is dated from Ubagwe, in

** Gessi went round it [the lake] in nine days. 
He found it 140 miles long by 50 wide. There is 
no riverwhich enters it of any importance; all 
those which do enter are dry in summer. The 
south end is very shallow, and is much overgrown 
With ambatch-wood. Gessi had a terrible time of 
it; he had two life-boats, and the sterms were con- 
stant and very violent. No other boats, he says, 
would live in such gales and seas. The natives 
were rather hostile. 

*The River Nile, after leaving Lake Albert, 
Splits into two branches—one which goes to Dufſle 
and Gondokoro; the other, the natives say, goes 
fariniand. I expect it joins the River Jaie, or 
Bahr D'jemit; vide Manuel's map. This branch 
will be very important; it re-enters the Nile again 
at Rabatchambe near where the Bahr Zeraf quits 
it. steamer will be very soon finished, and I 
then hope to go upto Magurgo. . . .

Primitive Warfare. 
London Dat News. 

The Montenegrin method of making war is 
very primitive. A Russian officer, who visited 
their country, and studied it, tells us that a 
montenegrin never sues for mercy; and when- 
ever one of them is severely wounded, and it is 
impossible to save him from the enemy, his own 
comrades cut off his head. When at the attack 
of Clobuck, a small detachment of Russian 
troops was obliged to retreat, an officer of stout 
make, and no longer young, fell on the ground 
from exhaustion. A Montenegrin, perceiving it, 
ran immediately to him, and, having drawn his 
atagan, said, “You are very brave, and must wish 
that I should cut off your head. * a prayer, 
and make a sign of the Cross.” he officer, 
horrified at the proposition, made an effort to 
rise, and canton his comrades with the agsist- 
ance of the friendly Montenegrin. They con- 
sider all those who have been taken by the 
enemy as killed. They carry out of the battle 
their wounded comrades on their shoulders. 
Arms, a small loaf of bread, a cheese, some 
garlic, a little brandy, an old garment, and two 
pair of sandals made of raw-hide, form all the 
equipage of the Montenegrins. On their march 
they do not seek any shelter from rain or cold. 
In rainy weather the Montenegrin wraps 
around his head the strovka (a shawl 
of coarse cloth), lies down on the ground 
and, putting his rifle under him, sleeps 
very comfortably. Three or four hours of re- 
pose are quite sufficient for his rest, and the re- 
mainder of his time is occupied in constant ex- 
ertion. It is impossible to retain them in the 
reserve, and it seems that they cannot. calmly 
bear the view of the enemy. The tactics of the 
Montenegrins are confined to being skillful 
marksmen. A stone, a hole, a tree offer them 
a cover from the enemy. Firin usually in a 
prostrate position on the ground, they are not 
easily hit, while their rapid and sure shots carry 
closed ranks of a regular 
Army. They have besides a well-practiced eye

Human Beings Boiled Alive by the 
Escaping Steam. 


London Times, July 15. 

A terrible accident occurred yesterday morn- 
ing on board the Thunderer, double turret ship, 
at Portsmouth. The ship, which is a sister 
ship to the Devastation, was launched at Pem- 
broke in March, 1872, and was subsequently 
brought round to Portsmouth to be completed 
for sea. Although three years have elapsed 
since her arrival at the southern port, her ma- 
chinery had never been tried for speed or horse- 
power on the measured mile. The breaking 
out of disturbances in the East has expedited 
her outfit, Capt. J. C. Wilson had just been ap- 
pointed tothe command of her, and she got 
under way from Spithead on Wednesday last 
for the official trial of her machinery, for the 
first time previous to being commissioned. In 
addition to the main engines for propelling the 
ship, which were manufactured by Messrs. Hum- 
phrys & Tennant, and are of the collective power 
of 800 horses, the Thunderer has on board no fewer 
than twenty-six other engines, singles and pairs, 
for performing various work, so that she may be 
practically described as an immense floating fac- 
tory. She has eight boilers on board, of the com- 
mon low-pressure type, which are heated 
by thirty-two furnaces. When a ship is making 
her runs on the measured mile, the en- 
gines are subjected to severer tests than are 
likely to be imposed again under any circumstan- 
ces. With this object, the fires are managed by ex- 
perienced stokers from the Steam Reserve, and 
the engines are, in addition te the engineers 
and artificers actually appointed to the ship, 
watched by the contractor and his men, and by 
engineers from the Steam Reserve and the Fac- 
tory Department of the Dockyard. Every 
crank and reciprocation comes under the obser- 
vation of some one, and every care is taken to 
avoid accident. The machinery of our iron- 
clads is now, however, very complicated, and 
the responsibility is necessarily divided. In the 
Thunderer the lapse of time which has inter- 
vened between the reception of her engines 
from the contractors and their special trial 
would appear to have hada deteriorating ten- 
dency. The causes of the present accident re- 
main to be ascertained. 

The trial of Wednesday having, for the reason 
mentioned, proved a failure at the outset, yes- 
terday was appointed for a new official trial on 
the measured mile in Stokes’ Bay. The ship 


had been anchored at Spithead all the week, and 
at half-past 12, when the, anchor was got up, 
there could not have been fewer than 500 men on 
board, all told. The ship was in command of 
Capt. Waddilove, Captain of the Steam Re- 
serve at Portsmouth, and among those present 
superintending the rn were Mr. John 
‘Oliver, Chief Inspector of Machinery Afloat; 
Mr. Edward Newman, of the Steam Factory; 
and Mr. Robert Humphreys, one of the con- 
tractors. Capt. Wilson, the newly-appointed 
Captain, and Mr. Bakewell, of the Admiralty 
were also present. There were about 130 
stokers on board, of whom thirty were actually 
in the stoke-hole at work at the furnaces, and a 
larxe number of dock-yard joiners and other 
artificers engaged in all parts of the ship in 
completing its outfit and cabin arrangements. 
The ship got under way alittle before 1, and, 
although she was only going slow,“ the“ pan- 
demovium “ in the stoke-hole was all aglow and 
crowded with half-naked forme actively en- 
gaged at the furnaces in working up the steam 
to the required pressure, before making the 
first run, the safety-valves of the boilers being 
loaded to thirty pounds. At a quarter to 1 
a loud, sharp explosion was heard 
below, r resembling the report of 
one of the ton guns. Immense volumes 
of steam forced their way up the uptakes and 
the gratings of the coal-bunkers, more or less 
scalding every one In the immediate vicinity, 
both on the superstructure and the hurricane 
deck. It was evident to all that some terrible 
accident had occurred, though no one knew its 
real character, and the bellowing of the steam 
through the waste and escape pipes caused 
almost a panic among the landsmen on d, 
who were not satisfied that the worst had hap- 
pened. Even, among the engineers the most 
contradictory guesses were hazarded,—it was a 
boiler that had burst; it was the“ main steam- 
pipe that had been carried away; it was 
the superheater that had exploded. In fact, the 
steam below and in the engine and stoke-holes 
was so intense that it was impossible to venture 
near the seat of the explosion. Mr. Weeks, one 
of the engineers belonging to the ship, who ex- 
hibited wonderful nerve and presence of mind 
throughout the whole trying circumstances, be- 
lieving that one of the cylinders bad burst, 
stopped both engines, groped his way to the 
stop-valves, which he closed, and then rushed 
upon deck and called upon the dockyard 
hands, in the name of God, to volunteer to 

o below for the purpose of bringing out the 
— and dying from the stokeholes. But the 
bravest held back from rushing through the 
scalding steamtothe dark and tortuous re- 

ions below. Perhaps it was better that they 

id not make the attempt, for, being strangers 
to the ship, they would in all probability have lost 
themselves in the steam or have fallen head- 
long through some open hatchway or aperture. 
Mr. John Oliver, however, followed Mr. Bencke 
and Mr. Stephens, members of his staff, and a 
number of gallant engine-room artificers and 
bluejackets promptly responded to the appeal. 
They fought their way into the engine-room, 
whither the devoted stokers had crawled in 
their agony. 

Thomas Slade, the Chief Engineer, was found 
under the after slide dead, with his scalp torn 
away, and Mr. Wingfield, an —.—2 officer, 
was discovered under the coal-box, with his 
head frightfully disfigured. The injured stok- 
ers, who were found lying about the engine- 
room, were promptly brought upon deck, and 
attended by the only medical officer who was on 
duty at the time, aided by a number of volun- 
teers, who covered the unfortunate men with 
engine oil as they were brought up. 

e must draw a veil over the —— sights 
which presented themselves at this moment, as 
man after man, blackened with coaldust and 
with the flesh hanging from their limbs—many 
being absolutely naked—were carried in sails 
and other extemporized stretchers, and placed, 
writhing with pain, on the superstructure floor, 
But still further and worse horrors remained 
behind. While this was going on there were 
dying in unspeakable*tortures in the stokeholes 
poor fellows, whom it was for the moment im- 
possible to reach for the steam. The forward 
stokehole, in which the explosion occurred, is 
divided from the after stokehole by a water-tight 
bulkhead, which prevented the fragments from 
flying from one into the other, but as 
the communication was not cut off, it afforded, 
of course, no protection against the scorching 
steam. The stokers, in the after-hole, in — 
though preserved from mutilation, were boile 
alive. The safety valves were opened as soon 
as possible, though their position was not 
readily found by strangers the machinery 
and ship, and the first instinct on the part of 
the engineers was to start the engines in order 
to facilitate the exhaustion of the steam. But 
formidable difficulties here presented them- 
selves. So many sufferers bad fallen under the 
links of the port engine that it could not be 
started without crushing them, and as the 
steam steering gear had been dislocated and 
carried away by the force of the explosion, the 
ship was at the moment entirely 1 
and to have started the starboard engine woul 
have, in her present crippled condition, certain- 
ly run the ship ashore. was a risk, howev- 
er, Which Capt. Waddilove, in the interests of 
humanity, very properly refused to > 
and the starboard engine was set to work to ex- 
haust the steam before the manual steering- 
ear had been connected. After the connexion 

been made, the steam was soon exhausted, 
and the dead bodies—fifteen in number—were 
brought from the stokeholes in a fright- 
ful state of mutilation, tenderly deposited 
on the floor of the superstructure, and covered 
with flags. As soon as the steam had sufficient 
ly subsided, the stokeholes were examined when 
a melancholy seene presented itself. The end, 
of the forward boiler on the starboard of the 
after stokeholes had been blown completely 
out. The box of the safety-valve was on 
the stokehole floor.

THE MOUND-BUILDERS. 


The Mounds in the Vicinity of 
East St. Louis. 


What They Look Like, and 
What Are Found in Them. 


Exhumation of the Skeleton of a 
Pre-Historic Man. 


Special Correspondence af The Tribune. 

Sr. Lovis, July 20.—The 8 or 10 miles be- 
tween East St. Louis and the bluffs—a broad 
plateau, rich in cornfields, ague, and certain 
fevers not necessary to specify—have long been 
known to scientists as the former home of a 
very populous tribe, or nation it may have been, 
of 


MOUND-BUILDERS. 

That the many mounds found on this broad 
Mississippi bottom were built by man, far back 
in former ages, long before the pale-faces from 
the East dwelt upon the American Continent, 
has been abundantly proved by the total de- 
struction of some of them to make way for the 
streets of East St. Louis, and by the tunneling of 
many others. In all cases they were found to 
be constructed of the earth and soil by which 
they are surrounded: and they contained the 
bones of human beings, with specimens of pot- 
tery and other implements used by them, both 
in peaceful life and warlike operations. 

Knowing these facts, our wide-awake scientist, 

DR. EDMUND ANDREWS, 

accepted an invitation of his former pupil, Dr. 
Richardson, now doing business in East St. 
Louis, to visit this interesting locality, and, per- 
chance to make the acquaintance of some of 
these ancient Mound-Builders. Dr. Andrews 
invited the writer to be the companion ot his 
re thes; for it is well for parties, when 
delving into the mysteries of the past, 
to have at least one vigorous looker-on to witness 
the results achieved. 

Promptly on the arrival of the train yesterday 
morning, Dr. Richardson met us with his carriage, 
and we were soon wending our way to the north- 
east, and had ocular demonstration of the injury 
the extremely wet season has inflicted upon the 
corn-crop in this usually prolife section ef our 
State. Wherever the surface of the ground is a 
little lower than the other parte of the field, the 
corn is entirely ruined.» Taken together, the broad 
prairies between the river and the bluffs eannot 
yield more than half a crop. 

MONK’S MOUND, 
the largest of the series that were the objects of 
our visit, aud said to be the largest in the United 
States, is situated near a bayou about 8 miles 
northeast of East St. Louis, and a mile or two 
from the bluffs. It derives ite name from the fact 
that, for scores of years after the first settlement of 
the country, the monks lived and had a church on 
the top of it. No measarements were accessible 
to us, and it was too hot yesterday for us to make 
them ourselves. But it was agreed that the mound 
covers some 10 and that it is from 150 to 
200 feet high. The labor of constructing it from 
the material by which it is surrounded must have 
been immense. There is a house, now uninhabit- 
ed, on the top of it, and large trees are growing on 
the top and all around it. It appears to 
have been nearly square; and on the southeast is 
a projection with a level surface, perhaps one- 
third of the way up, and another half way between 
that and the top. The conclusion of dur scientists 
is that the mound is 

A TEOCALLI, 

and that it was used for sacrificing human beings, 
as were similar mounds by the Mexicans. The 
view from the top of it is splendid, embracing net 
only the Mississippi bottom, bat a wide range of 
the bluffs, St. Louis, and the beautiful hills be- 
yond it. 

rom this mound a series of other but smaller 
mounds extend, at no great distance apart, all the 
way to East St. Louis. Dr. Richardson has a large 
number of most interesting articles found in these 
mounds, a minute description of which he will no 
doubt ere long give to the scientific world. 

It was too hot for us yesterday to do more than 
to climb two of these mounds, and take a general 
survey of them. We were glad to escape from the 
torrid heats, and find refuge in the hospitable 
home of Dr. Richardson. 

To-day we examined several burial-places on the 
bluffs north of the road leading from East St. 
Louis to Collinsville, and in the afternoon went 
some 2 miles or more south of it. There, on one 
of these ridges or bluffs, the man driving the 
auger into the mound parted some hard substance ; 
— all hands devoted themselves to the spade an 
shovel, or to carefully watching the results of their 
labors. Work cautiously, 
afoot anda half; scratch the dirt lightly. Ah! 
here isa bone. It proved to be the right thigh 
bone; that determines the position of the whole 
body. Now all is anxiety and care, and the work 
goes on for half an hour. By that time the 
WHOLE SKELETON OF THE MOUND-BUILDER 
is revealed. There it lay, and a stalwart man he 
was, —6 feet 3 inches in height; his teeth white as 
ivory, and every one perfect. Science ruled the 
hour, but it could not banish all sentiment. When 
did this man live? What were his occupations, his 
loves, his hates, his pleasures, his ambitions, his 
hopes? Was he a prince among his people, and 
did he proudly rear the mounds over which he 
could look from his final resting-place? Or did he 
toil out his days in carrying up, little by little, the 
earth over which the visitor thoughtlessly plods 
while climbing them’ Alas! nearly every question 
which science and sentiment can ask of the — 
did skeleton that lay in deeply- suggestive silence 
before us, must remain unanswered forever. 
True, some few things of him and his people may 
be gleaned from the relics they have left us; but 
little more is known ot them than of many of the 
animals of the pre-historic period. 

After our acientists had carefully exhumed and 


cked the bones of the Mound-Builder, and we 
d partaken of anexcellent dinner, te by the 
accomplished wife of our host, Dr. Ric n, he 


took his carriage and drove us to the depot of the 
Alton & St. Louis Road, If there is any hotter 
lace on earth or elaewhere than was that depot 
or the hour before the train started, excuse me; 
we prefer to mhabit some less torrid region. 

AS COL, w. E. RICHARDSON, 

the father of Dr. Kichardson, was for more than 
twenty years a resident of Chicago, and is 4 part- 
ner in the firm of P. Hutchinson & Co. his 
friends there will be glad to hear of his welfare. 
He is the active partner in the St. Louis branch of 
that house. Intheir immense packing establish- 
ment they have given the sleepy denizens of that 
city a specimen of what Chicago enterprise can 
accomplish.

HOW THEY TAKE THE REDUCTION. 
The action of the Council, Tuésday afternoon, 
reducing the pay of the firemen 25 per cent, has

tion goes into effect Aug. 1, it is not unlikely 
that many of the best men will resign. At 
present, the pay of a foreman and enginecr is 
$1,180 each, a pipeman $1,000, a driver $950, and 
a stoker $900. Tak off the 25 per cent would 
give a foreman and engineer $88 each, a pipe- 
man $750, a driver $712.50, and a stoker $675. 
The watchmen, who number thirty-three, and 


. receive $60 a month, are not included as ( fire-

BANK ASSESSMENTS. 
MEETING OF THE EQUALIZATION COMMITTEE. 

The Committee on Equalization of the Coun- 
ty Board was in session again yesterday morn- 
ing to hear complaints of unjust assessments. 
and particularly to take some action looking to 
raising and equalizing the assessment of the 
banks of the city. It was expected that Com- 
missioner Holden would have vresented a com- 
plaint that some specific corporation had been 
assessed too low, to enable the Committee to 
act under the law, and correct the alleged low 
assessment of the banks, but he failed to keep 
his promise, and was also late in getting 
around. The Committee was in possession of 
numerous complaints about being assessed too 
high, but all it could do was to reduce the com- 

lainants, which would multiply the in- 
justice and inequality of the assessment; 
hence it was at sea. Finally, however, the 
Committee put their heads together, and, be- 
lieving that the necessary complaint would be 
made if time were given, agreed to continue the 
time to hear complaints until to-morrow after- 
noon at 4 o’clock. 

Later in the day Commissioners Burdick and 
Guenther agreed among themselves to make a 
complaint which meets the requirements of the 
law and opens the way for the Committee to 
revise the assessments of the banks, and raise 
or lower at discretion as it may fecl the facts 
justify. The complaint was as follows: 

We, the undersigned, tax-payers of the City of 
Chicago, compiain to your honorable body of the 
low assessment of the stockholders of the Pirst 
National Bank, Third National Bank, Fifth Na- 
tional Bank, Union National Bank, Merchants’ 


-National Bank, Corn Exchange National Bank, 


Commercial National Bank, Northwestern Nation- 
al Bank, German National Bank, ‘National Bank 
of Commerce, Home National Bank, Traders’ 
National Bank, and the Union Stock-Yards Na- 
tional Bank. 

We complain that the assessment is not just be- 
tween the banks themselves, and is unjust to tax- 
payers of most other classes of property, and 
therefore should be revised.

There are rumors in circulation which, if tru 
—which they are not,—might appear to give | 


evidence of unfairness on the part of the officers 
of the National Life-Insurance Company toward 
the policy holders of the Republic Life, both 
companies, as is known, being practically under 
one management, and the object of the Nation- 
al, as alleged, being to absorb the Republic as 
cheaply as possible.

These rumors are thus answered by John M. 
Butler, the Secretary of the National: 

„The Republic is believed to be perfectly sol- 
vent. Ifa man holds one of its policies and de- 
sires to transfer it to the National, which is con- 
sidered a better company, he can take the cash 
allowance on his Republic policy and apply it 
toward the premium on the new 8 he 
does not wish to do that, but to se policy 
for cash, we will give him what cash there is to 
the credit of the policy on the books of the 
Company, or as much as is usually paid by in- 
surance companies for their policies. The sum 
varies, but we are more liberal than a great 
many companies. There is nothing in the con- 
tract which compels the Company to give any 
cash whatever. We have done it, because we 
want to get the Republic contfacts out of the 
way. The main reason for wishing to make 
the transfers is, we don’t want to incur 
the expense incident to the m ment 
ot two companies. We do not reinsure the pol- 
icyholaers at the rates they paid when they 
took out their policies, for the reason that it 
would be unjust to the policyholders and stock- 
holders of the National to do it. We give a 
policyholder all that the-Republic can afford to 
ave im, or apply it toward the premium in the 

{ational if he wants a policy. The policy is 
new, and the contract, of course, new also. He 
undergoes a medical examination, and if he is 
not a good risk we will not take him, and he 
must — the Republic policy, which we believe 
will be paid.“ 

Mr. Butler also stated that the rumors re- 
ferred to were doubtless put in circulation by a 
former agent, who owes the Republic about 
$8,000, and is now trying to injure the National 
because he was not permitted to retain his old 
position and do business in his old way.

RELIEF FOR THE PO OR. 
THIRD ANNUAL REPORT OF THE GERMAN-AMER- 
ICAN DISPENSARY. 

The report of the Medical Directors of the 
German-American Dispensary for the year end- 
ing July 1 shows that from the Ist of July, 
1875, to the Ist of July, 1876, 2,525 patients 
were received, of whom 1,363 were treated in 
the internal department, 766 in the surgical de- 
partment, 149 in the department for discases of 
women, 163 in the department of diseases of 
the eye and ear, & inthe dental department. 
The Dispensary was visited in the first year by 
2,182 patients, and in the second year by 2,257, 
so that at the Ist of July of this year the ag- 
gregate number of patients treated at the Dis- 
pensary was 6,914. The nationalities were rep- 
resented as follows: Nine hundred and seventy- 
five Germans, 636 Americans, 333 Poles, 280 Irish 
64 Englishmen, 19 Scotchmen, 22 Canadi-ans, 50 
Scandinavians, 73 Austrians and Bohemians, 
26 Swiss, 9 Holjanders. 5 French, 4 Italians, 
4 Belgians, 1 Roumanian, 2 Africans, 14 col- 
ored, and 1 (Iroquois) Indian. The following 
list shows the diseases treated: Digestive or- 
gans, 489; respiratory, 408; heart and blood 
yessels, 40; kidneys and bladder, 28: nervous 
system, 91; blood (chlorosis, anemia, etc.), 58; 
rheumatism and gout, 147; fevers (typhoid, 
bilious, intermittent, 88; syphilitic diseases, 
235; surgical diseases, 435; cutaneous diseases, 
115; female diseases, 149; diseases of the eye, 
128; of the ear, 35; of the teeth, 84; total, 
2,525. 

The reason assigned for so large a number of 
syphilitic cases is that the syphilitic malady, in 
its far advanced form, is so exceedingly com- 
mon among the poor patients who are treated 
in the dispensaries, because the doors. of the 
hospitals are closed to these poor wretches. 
This rule is in force also ht the largest public 
hospital, the Cook County Hospital. A pub 
lic hospital is a charitable institution where the 
poor in sickness expect and ought to find free 
admission, good attendance, and p r treat- 
ment. Why, then, for the sake of humanity, 
are the syphilitic patients debarred from enjoy- 
ing the benefit of our public charity? — 
because these poor creatures contracted the 
disease through theirown fault and folly? I 
beg to ask whether it is our duty to punish or 
to heal a poor patient. And then there is a bo 
who was ruu over and got his foot crushe 
through his own iault, is he not admitted to the 
hospital? Again, here is a man who, in tae at- 
tempt at cutting his throat, failed, and was 
brought to the hospital. Was its door not open 
for him? Most assuredly he was received! All 
are admitted without hesitation, except the 

r fellow suffering from some _ venereal 
isease. He alone is excluded to drag his sore 
body from one dispensary to another to be a 
burden to the community, and often to end a 
miserable life prematurely, because without the 
necessary care and attendance the timely resto- 
ration of his health and the permanent recovery 
of his strength were impossible.”’ 

The number of prescriptions * — by 
Messrs. Prenser & Kadisch for the Dispensary 
was 5,475, while the simple remedics were dis- 
pensed in the institution. In December Dr. O. 
Gatjens resigned his position as a member of 
the medical staff and of the Board of Medical 
Directors because he returned to Europe on ac 
count of a serious disease of his lungs. In the 
same month Dr. Fred Schubert was admitted to 
the medical staff of the Dispensary. 

At the annual meeting of the Medical Direct- 
ors, held July 7, Dr. Christian Fessel was elect- 
ed President, Dr. 8. D. Jacobson Vice-President, 
and Dr. F. C. Hotz Secretary, for the ensuing 
year.

THE COURT-HOUSE.

and county. I therefore request that your honora- 
ble Board will appoint a time and place for a con- 
ference with the Committee on Public Buildings 
aforesaid, for the purpose of uniting on some plan 
that may be devised to carry out the intentions of 
the city and county in the erection of a public 
— as contemplated in said contract. Very 
respectfully submitted.

It was accepted, and will be acted upon. 

The pay-rolls for the past month for the sev- 
eral county offices were presented and re- 
ferred. 

Numerous bills were then presented, amon 
others one of Architect Egan for profession: 
services at the Insane Asylum, amounting to 
$1,235. Passed. 

AN UGLY DOCUMENT. 

The following was presented by Mr. Burdick, 
he explaining that it had been handed him a 
few moments previous. It explains itself: 


To the County Commissioners of Cook. County: 
I have been in the habit, of visiting the Cook Coun- 
ty Hospital the past two or three months, and from 
time to time have seen sick patients whol think 
did not have as good care as they required, or 
nourishing food sufficient. I have heard a great 
many complaints from patients in different wards 
—that they had todo work when not able to, and 
would die for want of care if some were not able to 
help each other. I have seen vermin in the heads 
of those who declared they did not have them 
when they entered, and one girl Isaw after she had 
been there over two weeks whose arms were par- 
alyzed, and she could not help herself, that said 
she had not had her hair combed or face washed 
for two weeks, and I killed one of the vermin on 
her forehead, and saw, through her matted hair, 
reat numbers. She burst out crying when I told 
er, and.others have said they would die if they 
could not get away from there. I have seen the 
food several times, and I would not wish to eat it 
when well. I have not been in all the wards, 60 
speak of wards B, F, H. and the baby ward. With 
the personal knowledge 1 have of what I saw 
and heard myself, I do say I feel that patients die 
in that hospital for want of proper care and nour- 
ishing food and fresh air; that insane women are 
placed in the ward where women who are the sick- 
est are frightened by their actions; and I saw one 
woman insane that I was afraid of and was told 
that she had to have straps round her the night 
before, and it made the others worse. In.one 
ward water could not be had for hours at a time, 
and I waited quite a while one day to 
give one sick child a drink, because the washing 
was being done. I have seen one nurse cursin 
and threatening a patient in bed with his clenche 
fist, because he would not have his sore feet cov- 
ered with the blue spread, as it made them burn: 
and he cursed me for speaking to him about it. I 
was asked by the men to take a complaint to Col. 
Cleary, that the nurse I saw and spoke to in Ward 
H was drunk most of the time, and abused the men 
by making them work, ordering them out of bed 
when unable to move, and staying out till midnight 
and after, then rousing up the patients in the night: 
that proper food, and eno of it, was not given 
them. went to Col. Cleary. He said it was 
wrong, ordered his carriage, and went over that 
evening to have the drunken nurse discharged. I 
went over Sabbath afternoon to visit patients and 
attend divine service, and was told that I could not 
enter the wards or attend the meeting, by the war- 
den's (Mr. Mel.) orders, given by the Matron 
(Mrs. McL.), and told there was a man at the door 
who would 23 me if I dared up-stairs, and 
that they did not believe Col. Cleary told me I 
could go over there: that I was a liar, and a defib- 
erate one, by Mrs. McLoughlin and two or three 
nurses,—Mrs. Kelly and Mrs. G I 
believe. The doctor . Coffin,—when I 
wished to ask if they had a right to turn 
me out, took my arm to turn me from the 
office, but I told him I should have it investi- 
— and he said that it was bad for the patients 
have him there, and that there was a 
things wrong in that hospital; I then left.

such a building and provide food for such people 
that ie not suitable for well people. Such 2 
— should be free to all who are so dis- 
go in and ont of any part of 
t on certain days, and, if everything is as it ought 
te be, no fault would be found or complaint made 
by patients that are to be relied on; and, to an open 
rayer-meeting, all have a right to attend, whether 
hey have found fault with or without just cause. 
No one can say my iy living in the love of God 
and doing t in His eyes, when poor helpless 
patients suffer for good care and food, when ample 
means are provided for them to have all that is 
necessary for their comfort; when ents say a 
nurse drinks the wine a sick person should get, and 
takes her night’s rest when patients are calling for 
needed wants, and then threatened with a strap for 
causing extra work. When nurses won't be both- 
ered getting cloths to bathe a patient's head who is 
suffering with pain, and when paid extra will heed 
all wants; when patients die and those near say 
the nurse keeps rings that ought to be ree to the 
dead person's brother; when nurses tell patients to 
get up and go out if they don't like what they get, 
such nurses do not deserve the name of nurse, and 
such accusations are made by many of the pa- 
tients. All do not tell falsehoods, when they are 
separated from each other and tell the same story. 
t those who have the power to 2 wur- 
dens, matrocs, and nurses ef our charitable insti- 
tutions think more of the patients’ welfare than of 
worldly gain, and of the account each one must 
giveat the bar of a just God, and jast Christian 
1 in such places who have proved — their acts 
hey have pure hearts in the sight of God and man. 
This great evil shall be righted if it has to go be- 
fore the Grand Jury, andif I have to stand alone 
in demanding that which is due to all, —justice for 
those who cannot plead for themselves. But not 
alone shall I stand in strength and confidence that 
right must prevail. I feel my entire dependence 
on Jesus, and follow the biddings of His spirit in 
daring to demand justice, charity, and hope for

The police were ordered yesterday to bear in 
mind that hereafter the duties of the Mayor’s 
Police would devolve upon them. The Captains 
will instruct their men to keep track of saloon- 
licenses, and see that no saloon-keeper is with- 
out one.

The Finance Committee had a meeting in 
Ald. McCrea’s office yesterday afternoon. There 
was a good attendance, but neither the Fuller- 
ton avenue conduit, the Scavenger Downey 
matter, nor the popular Joan was under discus- 
sion, nor was there anything that could be re- 
ported, because it was mere talk and no con- 
clusions. Therefore the supposition is that the 
Committee talked about the hard times and the 
proposed reduction in the pay of the city em- 
ployes. 


Several of theclerks in the City-Hall are 
notaries, and, as such, make out saloon-license 
bonds for applicants. It has come h the notice 
of the City-Attorney that these notaries do not 
comply with the requirements of the law, for 
they sign the blank bonds and allow the appli- 
cant for a license to get his bondsmen when he 
will. By such a course the oath is not ad- 
ministered at all, whichis all wrong. As this 
is a criminal offense, and something which 
should be stopped, Mr. Tuthill will notify these 
clerks that bonds must be made out regularly 
or the Grand Jury will be notified of it. The 
— Clerk has been informed of the facts, and 
will receive no more bonds unless properly made 
out. 


Commissioner Prindiville and City-Engineer 
Chesbrough paid a visit vesterday to the Fuller- 
ton avenue conduit to see how acanal which 
was dug by the first contractors could be 
diained. When heavy rains occur, the canal or 
big ditch contains about 12 feet of water, and 
the 2 go swimming in it, much to the annoy- 
ance of the residents of that part of the town. 
The water somctimes becomes stagnant and 
malarial, and the people want it removed. The 
Board of Public Works have concluded to drain 
it off, and fill the ditch with the dirt excavated 
from the conduit. The work on the conduit is 
progressing well under many difficulties. 


By an act of 1869, the City Comptroller was 
authorized to divide the amount of money re- 
ceived from the fines of inmates of houses of 
ill-fame between the Erring-Woman’s Refuge 
and the House of the Good Shepherd. The 
Boards of Trustees of these institutions were 
empowered to draw checks for the amounts. 
But by the charter of 1872 it is declared that the 
city can appropriate money only for corporate 
purposes. The Comptroller submitted to the 
city’s lawyers the question as to whether this 
provision did not order him to stop paying any 
money to these institutions. They have opined 
that the provision makes the payment unlawful 
— it repeals the act dividing the proceeds o 

nes. 


Mayor Heath and Commissioner McVickar, of 
the Heath Department, had a talk yesterday 
about the stench nuisance. His Honor said that 
he did not intend to interfere in the duties of 
the heads of departments, who ought to be com- 

tent to manage their own affairs, but he did 
— that these abominable stenches which 
have nauseated nearly every one iu the city 
should be traced totheir source, and that the 
owners of the factory, or whatever it might be, 
should be — . or required to abate the 
nuisance. veral gentlemen who knew some- 
thing of the causes of the stinks had offered to 
aid in the abolition of the nuisance, and would 
be found eager to tell what they knew. To this 
Dr. McVickar replied that he should make the 
investigation of the stench question one of his 
first acts. In fact, be had already acquired some 
information which would prove valuable, and he 
was confident that, without any outside assist- 
ance, he could at least locate the stench-fac- 
tories. He took a pride in the knowledge which 
he sed, and wanted to credit himself with 
the result of — — .

The evidence 
went to show that last Monday evening while 
William Clegg, the complainant’s husband, was 
in a slightly intoxicated condition, he got into a 
rough and tumble fight with Curley, who lives 
in the same neighborhood. Curley, after 
throwing the inebriate, drew a pocket-knife and 
stabbed him in the side and abdomen, inflicting 
rather serious wounds, which, however, were not 
thought to be dangerous by the attending physi- 
cians. He was still unable to appear in court 
yesterday, but Justice Scully thought the evi- 
dence of his wife, who had witnessed the affray, 
suflicient, and sent Curley to the Criminal 
Court in $3,000 bail. 

COUNT CHICAGO IN. 

In yesterday’s TRIBUNB appeared a very con- 
cise telegram Irom New York announcing the 
failure of Talmadge & Co., of No. 68 Cortland 
street, New York, and the mysterious disap- 
pearance of a large amount of goods bought 
upon credit, which should have appeared among 
the assets of the bankrupt firm. Detectives 
employed by the firm’s creditors succeeded in 
recovering nearly $30,000 worth of plunder, 
which had been hid in obscure places in Norris- 
town and Jersey City by a young man 
named William Maxwell. Messrs. Hillger & 
Son, one of the creditors of the fraudulent 
firm, state that goods secreted by Talmadge & 
Co. are worth about $175,000. During the first 
months of their business, they succeeded in es- 
tablishing a first-class trade by buying large 
quantities of goods and paying cash for them, 
and so great a business did tney do that in a 
short time they had $40,000 on deposit in a New 
‘York bank. cently they sent agents to all 
parts of the Union and bought up large quanti- 
ties of goods of all descriptions, upon the credit 
thus established, but at tne time of their failure 
not a particle of the large stock could be found, 
except that which was unearthed from various 
hiaing-places. 

The particulars of this 
reached the ears of Capt. Ellis yesterday, and 
he at once concluded to count Chicago in for 
some of the stolen property. Upon examination 
of the invoice accompanying five barrels of 
whisky and ten kegs of white lead recovered 
by his police Wednesday morning at the saloon 
of William Nixon, it was found to be direct 
from Talmadge & Co. The person to whom it 
was shipped, a son of the proprietor of the sa- 
loon, yesterday tried to replevy the goods by a 
writ from Justice Hammill, but the writ is not 
returnable untii the 2d of August, and in the 
meantime Capt. Ellis holds the goods as stolen 
property. Last night he telegraphed the infor- 
mation to New York police authorities. 

The firm of Talmadge & Co. formerly did a 
guide business in this city, and is known to 
have many ramifications here still. The prop- 
erty found in Nixon’s possession is all that has 
been thus far discovered, but there is every rea- 
son to suppose that thousands of dollars’ worth 
have reached this — by various routes, and 
are stored away here in secret places until after 
the storm in New York blows over.
